One of the most thrilling experiences of 
my life at The Hill—daily repeated yet 
never commonplace — has been to watch the 
company of four hundred boys leave the 
evening chapel service. Out into the darkness 
of the outer world they go, two by two, in 
token of the friendship of school days. Out 
from a warm and lighted shrine, filled with 
music and memories, and messages, they go 
as into the darkness, problems, mysteries, 
and challenges of the life of the world. How 
much of the warmth and the light, the music, 
memories and messages, fused into power 
and protection, do they bear forth as their 
sword and shield for the needs of their 
world-life?
